East High with the end of this year, closes her thirtieth year 
of work in the school Seldom does it tall to the lor of a teacher 
to find s< rvie; in one school for stich a length of rime: and sel- 
dom is ir the privilege of a school to be for bo many years un- 
der the influence and guidance of an indomitable spirit and a 
far-seeing wisdom such as hers. 

Goodrell wasgivezi charge of the freshman da—, then occupy- 
ing thi third floor a1 Bryant school and separated from the rest of the high 
school, which bad outgrown its quarters on the top floor at Wfebsfer, 

In L890theold Baal High building at Twelfth and Court was finished. Misa 
Goodrell's friends ban oftej) heard her tell of bow the t'n -hmen organized a 
drum corps and marched with flying colors to the new building. The firing 

color- and the stirring music of the drum corps typify well the spirit with which 
-he led her charges down through the following years. 

For ten rears after this she served as Assistant Principal under Mr. K. H. 
White. [n L900 -he succeeded him a- Principal and ha- served until the 
presenl time. 

During her connection with the school, she ha- seen it grow from a school of 
about tw<> hundred bo its present size. When -he became Principal it had never 
enrolled over three hundred. In a few years it had completely outgrown the old 
building, hut the school board could not be persuaded to see the need for a new 
one. For several years the school went on growing until every nook and corner 
of the building was utilized, from dark basement to dark attic and tower room-. 
Finally Miss Goodrell, with her spirit of energy, started a campaign to show 

the necessity tor a new building, by which -he won over indifference and opposi- 
tion. How the school, inspired by its lender, quickly and successfully circulated 
petitions for the necessary bond issues, is a story well kn >wn to the patrons of 
the school. 



The present beautiful structure was built thought by many to be beyond the 
needs of the next twenty years. It was occupied >ix years ago <»n May 17. 
How the school again showed its energy through the influence of Miss Qoodrell 
and amazed the town by doing it- own moving, thus giving the senior class of 
1912 at least a speaking acquaintance with the building to which they had so 
long looked forward is again a story well known to the patrons. 

From that time to the present the school has prospered with new oppor- 
tunities. It has grown in size from seven hundred to fifteen hundred, until it 
has filled the present building. Kach year has seen it Larger and richer in attain- 
ment and high purpose, always reflecting the ideals of the guiding spirit 

During her principalship the school has graduated fifteen hundred and fifty 
pupils. Hundreds more have felt her personal touch and guidance — an army 
of young peoph , many of them mothers and fathers now of all walks in life, and 
their children. Of the personal influence on all those who have come and gone 
(luring all these thirty years it is impossible to tell. The Story is written on the 
hearts and characters of those who have encountered it.

Home Nursing 

A new and rather novel study was started in FaM High on April 8, in the 
form of a class in home nursing. Kast High is very fortunate to have h en the 
First school in the state to adopt this work and to have Secured the service- of 
Mis> Mary McCarthy, a graduate nurse of Mercy Hospital. 

It was not the purpose of the girls to become prepared to >t rve on the battle- 
fields of France, although it must l>e admitted that not a single girl would have 
refused such a glorious chance had it been offered her, hut the real purpose was 
to enable the girls to encourage the practice of hygiene and to care for tin sick 
in their own homes. 

From this study the girls will ho hotter able to decide whether or not they 
care to continue the work in a real training school and become professionals and 
he able to serve their country in a plact where there are none too many volunteers 
who are fitted. 

The girls who took the work were chosen entirely from the Senior class. 
As the class could accomodate only twenty girls and 0V€»r forty-five wanted it. 
Miss McBride with the aid of other Senior teachers chose the twenty girls who 
could host afford t<» spend the time. Examinations were taken Mav 1. They 
will be corrected at the American Red (><•>> Headquarters at Washington, D. C.

Surgical Dressing Work 



Although the work in surgical dressing is soniething new in East High, it 
has been warmly received. Through the Junior Red Cross each school has raised 
iikhk v t'<»r its materials for all Red Cross work. 

East High <li<l this through volunteer contributions and the entertainments, 
"Sylvia" and "Sbei'wood," Kaeh week an average of fifty dollars of this money 
i? spent for materials. During the first three weeks twenty-five hundred yards 
of gauze was Used for compresses. A total of five thousand three hundred and 
seventy-five compress s was made from this amount. 

This w<>rk was Btarted the first week in April with an enrollment of five 
hundred ten airls. The room is equipped for thirty girls, and it is filled each 
hour in tie day, each girl giving two study periods a week. The tables were 
covered by the manual training class and marked by the mechanical drawing 
classes. The aprons are furnished by tin Rod Cross, but each gir] is supposed 
\ i pay fifteen cents for her cap. 

On the firert of each month, a new requisition is sent out from Washington. 
In this way, all work rooms in the State are making the same kind of dressings 
at the same time. 

Tin- month the work has been th making of x by 1 compresses. When 
they are finished, th y are inspected by the supervisor at the table and then they 
are taken to the head supervisor who inspects them again. Bach Wednesday 
and Friday boys from our school take the work to the Harris-Emery bend- 
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quarters win re rhey arc again inspected. Then they arc packed at the Herring 
Motor Co, and then shipped directly to France. Before they are used, thej are 
sterilized three times. 

The red crosses and bauds worn by the women in charge of this work arc 
rewards for service. By working 90 many hours the different insignia may be 
earned. However, to Ix^onie an instructor an examination in surgical dressing 
work must he passed. 

Kach airl has a separate rime card which is punched for each hour she works. 
.Many of the girls are planning to complete their cards by working in any of the 
d<»wn town rooms this summer, in order to get their insignia. 

The women in charge arc much pleased with the work done by the girls here. 
They expect to put out a great deal more work in the future when the girls be- 
come more expert. 

The room is in charge of four women each day, one head supervisor at each 
table and an instructor over all. Kach woman gives two days a week to this 
work. The work is now in charge of Mrs. Wilhern as instructor. The other 
women arc: Mesdames Crawford, Bonebrake, Beddon, Domback, Englebeck, 
Sharpnack, Humphrey and Patter. 

Yelda YVilhern, daughter of the instructor, is the only girl in school who has 
earned the right to wear the K< d Cross insignia. She is now fitte I for the work 
of a head supervisor.

The hoys of the high schools, up to this time, have had little opportunity 
to show their willingness to help the Red Cross, other than hy subscribing and 
contributing money. The girls have knitted and sewed, hut there was nothing 
for the hoys to do. 

But now there is heavy work at hand in the way of packing and distributing 
materials for the women to make into garments, and packing and sending to 
headquarters the completed garments. 

Kach high school take- ov< r the work for two weeks at a time, and Mast High, 
a< usual, has risen to meet this new ohligation. It takes from two to four hoys 
for each station, which means from ten to fourteen boys every day. So many 
boys have volunteered that it is necessary for each hoy to work only one after- 
noon every t WO weeks.

Upon Miss (jmodrell's suggestion, the girls of East High were last fall 
organized fur knitting. This organization had a dual purpose — business and 
social. The first purpose was paramount, as the girls felt the call for knitted 
articles keenly, the latter also was important as it afforded recreation and fun. 

As the task of organizing sev< n hundred girls was no! an easy one, a selective 
draft was planned to facilitate matt r<. Thirty-three groups of eager, earnest 
girls were formed quickly and easily, The assigning of groups to teachers was 
arbitrary as it was not particularly planned that Senior, Junior, Sophomore, and 
Freshmen girla Bhoutd have teachers of those classes respective Ly. I □ eaeh group 
a President and a Secretary were elected to handle tin business. 

The gilds did not limit their efforts to knitting alone. Our group gave an 
entertainment to raise funds for adopting a Belgian child, another group sold 
pop-corn, a third Studied' bandaging and gave a demonstration before all of the 
girls. Besides this, girls in the Domestic An classes gave pari of their time 
making clothing for the Belgians. Tin boys in the Manual Training department 
also helped the cause by making knitting needles. 

This worthy organization lasted from October until February, but owing to 
the lack of supplies, the organization for knitting was discontinued and work 
in making surgical dressings started. Some knitting is still b; ing 'done under 
the management of Miss Lotz. 

The girls feel greatly indebted to ^Iiss Goodrel] for this project It offered 
a chance for helping the soldiers and also for social diversion in the form of 
parties, hikes, and "wienie" roasts. Through this project we deepened our 
ambition to help our country in a time of dire ixecesssityt Our dearest wish is 
that ^liss Goodrell may ever feel tin gratitude of the girls in having started this 
organization, "For the Service of Humanity, n
